Mr. Gurley's idea is to have the case start- 
ed in the Supreme court through the aid of 
the attorney general of the state and thus 
avoid the delay consequent on beginning the 
suit in the Cireuit court and reach the high- 
est tribunal in the regular course of busi- 
ness. Whether the mayor will agree to this iz 
unknown. : 

The plan isto have the city and-the traction 
companies enter into some sort of negotia- 
tion, to carry out which would require the 
issuance of Mueller law certificates for some 
fixed amount of money, be it large or small, 
and carry them far enough along to make a 
statement of facts, which could be used in the 
Supreme court. 

Then the attorney general could come ip 
with a quo warranto writ asking by what au- 
thority the city proposed to issue these cer- 
tificates and under it the legality of the cer- 
tificates could be tried and determined by the 
Supreme court at once. 

Mayor’s Plan Is Slewer. 

It le understood, however, the mayor’sidea 
is to have the council authorize the issuance 
of a certain amount of certificates for a 
named purpose and then have some citigen 
come forward with an application for a writ 
of injunction; seeking to prohibit the city 
from issuing them. This would have to be 
started in the lower courts and would take 
more time than the other. 

As the mayor would select the citizen who 
is to bring the case the latter plan would 
have the advantage, from his view point, of 
ineuring a friendly suit, providing né other 
citigen intervened. It would be possible, 
however, for some third party to come in. 
and under the plea that he is equally inter- 
ested with the complainant also petition to

encounter when he left the balloon and made 
for distant light across the bay. Had he 
remained just where the balloon landed he 
would have been found in a few hours at the 
most, as it is not believed the balloon had been 
on the beach more than an hour before it 
was discovered by one of the life savers. 

Capt. George Smith, a fisherman’of Amity- 
ville, found the body. All day long search- 
ing parties, composed of Hfe savers, inhab- 
itants of the region, friends, and sculptors 
from this city had been scouring the beach 


and islands. 

Capt. Smith went out @ Jones beach early 
this morning in his boat. On his way out, 
about 6 o’clock, he passed near Vancott’s 
island and saw the bedy, but he says he 
thought then it was a barrel. He was on 
the beach some time before he heard about 
the finding of the balloon and the search 
for the missing aeronaut. Then he made up 
his mind that what he had seen was the 
man’s body, and he started out in his boat 
to find it again. 

Just as he had found the body Capt. Purdy 
and another boatman came along, but they 
decided to leave it where they had found it 
or a time. They tied it to a Small stake. 

Capt. Smith notified the coroner when he 
got ashore. An Amityville undertaker went 
out with Smith tonight to get the body and 
bring it ashore. 


Life Saver Finds Balloon. 
Nocquet's balloon was found Tuesday night 
on the beach by Jolin Baldwin, one of the 
life savers at the station there. It was lying 
about 200 feet back from the ocean. Bald- 
win had been patrolling the beach during the 
evening, and been over the spot about an 
hour before. The balloon was not there then, 
he says. 

In the car of the balloon were found four 
bags of sand, some newspapers, an empty 
brandy flask, and some buttons which ap- 
parently had come off his coat. The balloon 
was not damaged and was dry, showing it 
had not been in the ocean/ The anchor was 
missing. 

That Nocquet had beet out over the ocean 
there can be no doubt. The wind blowing at 
the time the balloon struck was from the 
south southwest, as it had been holding stead- 
ily all during the afternoon. From the 
marks of the trailing rope and basket it was 
plain the balloon had headed in from over the 
open sea. 

The valve controlling ropes of the baligon 
when found indicated that the descent had 
been Started by Nocquet's action and that it 
must have been grad 


Story of Fatal Ascension. 


Nocquet’s balloon passed over Garden City 
at 6:30 Tuesday evening, about an hour and 
a half after the ascension. at One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth street and Walnut avenue in 
the Bronx. Before that it had been seen at 
Jamaica. 

According to Arthur W. B. Wood, an archi- 
tect of Garden City, the balloon, : 1 
passed there, was near enough to the ground 
for the voice of the balloonist.to be heard. 
The balloon passed over the Cathedral of the 
Incarnation and over the Catholic’ school. 
As it passed over the school Nocquet leaned 
over the edge of the car and shouted to some 
boys, according to Wood: 

Is this Garden City?’ 

The boys shouted back that it was and taen 
Nocquet was heard to say: 

“I heve been trying to make a Janding, 

but my grappling iron is broken.” 

That wae all the boys could distinguish. 

The balloon seemed to be ascending then and 
was going in a northeasterly direction toward 
Oyster Bay. It was seen by persons at Cold 
Spring Harbor later and then took a course 
almost due south towards Amityville, which 
would have brought it to where it was found.

BERLIN, April 4—Chancellor von Bulle 
today vt ele estimate of the re- 
suits of the conference: 

The principle of equal privileges for all 
countries in Morocco has been asserted and 
maintained. That was the contention of 
Germany from the beginning, the one thing 
that German diplomacy strove for. We 
placed it beyond our power to ask for any- 
thing for Germany that we did not ask for all 
Other countries. 

“So powerful was this simple statement 
of the principle of equal privileges that 
France, Great Britain, and all the countries 
admitted it at the opening of the conference, 
as regards the open door for trade, 


Keeping the Door Open. 

“ But the question then arose, how was the 
door to be held open? What guarantees could 
be given that no one should afterwards step 
into the open door and block the way? Two 
guarantees only appeared the 
German government—namely: 
control of the Bank of Morocco and interna- 
tional supervision of the police. These guar- 
antees have been accepted by France and all 
the other participating countries.“ 


What France Gained. 

Prince von Bülow continued: “ While Ger- 
many has obtained those things which she 
sought, France has obtained firet recognition 
of her special position as neighbor of the 
sultan by international legitimisation of her 
right to maintain order adjacent to the Al- 
gerian frontier, aright which Germany never 
contested; second, by a larger share in the 
state bank; and, third, by having intrusted 
to her the instruction of the police in com- 
pany with Spain and under international su- 
pervision. 

Throughout this long controversy the Bu- 
ropean powers have been aware that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was ready to assist in any 
proper manner in the effort fordin agree- 
ment.

Refuses to Accept Monéy. 

Mrs. Slipper does not deny the debt. Itis 
a laundry bill, and the Echo hand laundry is 
owned by Dr. Eagles, who is also a dentist. 

The first she knew about being sue. was 
when the alleged summons was served on 
her son Fred. Then the went to see the 
doctor, to pay the bill, but he told her it 
was @ mistake, that he had not intended 
suing her, and would fix it up. But he would 
not take her money. 

She went to see him again, but he had not 
had time to attend to the matter. 

Then Mr. Vaux was appealed to and 
stepped in. He called on the doctor, but the 
doctor, while expressing great sorrow, ad- 
mitted that he had not stopped the suit, and 
would not accept payment.

SUES FOR DIVORCE. 


Met Husband’ in ORleage Several 
Years Age — Went to Philippines 
and Married Him—He Left Army, 
Last Several Positions Through 


“Geead Fellowship,” and Recently 


Disappeared After Writing a Long 
Letter Saying He Might End Life. 


A romantic marriage, for which the bride 
crossed a continent and an ocean, three 
years of disillusionment, and a suit for di- 
vorce on the part of the wife coincident with 
the possible suicide of the husband—thig is 
the story behind a bill filed yesterday in 
the Superior court by Mrs. Robert G. North- 
Tummon, well known on the north side. 

Mrs. North-Tummon met her husband sev- 
eral years ago in this country; Being at 
the time a commilesioned officer in the Unit- 
ed States army. Mr. North-Tummon was 
compelled to eave for the Philippines soon 
after the announcement of -their..engage- 
ment, and in July; 1908, bis wife, who wae 
Miss Ruby Murrell Terry, made the i 
ney alone from her home in New Rochelle, 
N. T., to Manila, where the two were 
married. 


Husband a “Good Fellow.”’ 

North-Tummon’s career from the time of 
his marriage was that of the traditional 
“ good fellow“ 

Shortly after the wedding he was trans- 
ferred to Fort Slocum, New York, and here 
as the result of difficulties brought on by 
his convivialty, he left the army under cir- 
cumstances which made the act practically 
desertion. 

Since that time North-Tummon has tried 
various buginess ventures in the east and 
in Chicago, but with ÜUttle success, Until 
recently the two Mved at 1684 Pemberton 
avenue. 

The bill for divorce alleges ‘* extreme and 
repeated eruelty.“ Beveral instances, Occur- 
ring both in New Rochelle and Chicago, in 
which Mrs. North-Tummon was seized and 
struck in the face are mentioned. Charges 
thet North-Tummon forged several checks 
on the New Rochelle Trust Company bank 
and other institutions to pay his “ debte of 
honor also are included. It is sald that 
during the entire time of their marriage the 
two were almost wholly dependent on Mm. 
North-Tummon’s parents for support. 


Loses Position and Vanishes. 

On March 15 last North-Tummon, having 
lost a clerical position, it is said, as the re- 
sult of the forgery charges against him be- 
coming known, left his wife, going, it is 
thought, to some point im Georgia. He left 
behind him a communication addressed to 
his wife, covering ten pages of a large blank- 
book, in which he admits practically all the 
charges made againet him, and declares 
his intention of committing suicide. 

The couple have no children. Mrs, North- 
Tummon, who ie a slender girl of 23, left 
her apartment on Pemberton avenue last 
Saturday and is visiting relatives and friends 
in the city, awaiting the outcome of her di- 
yorce suit. G. L. Blackford, 1874 Evanston 
avenue, a relative, whom she vipited for a 
time, refused last night to give any informe- 
tion as to her whereabouts.

They are better organised, they are more 
nearly united on national policies than has | 
been the case since 1892. 


Think Time Not Ripe for Change. 

Locking at the situation dispessionately, 
therefore, a good many coneervative repub- 
licans whe do not beHeve the time is ripe for 
tariff revision, think, nevertheless, the time 
has come when some concession must be 
made to local, individual, and, often times, 
imaginary objections te particular portions 
of the present tariff law. 

Representative Davidson has suggested a 
way by which the revisionists may demon- 
strate their strength if they have any. At 
the same time, it would give the standpatters 
a chance to show while there might be some 
excellent reasons for cutting down this or 
that item in the tariff list, conditions were not 
such as to justify revision as a whole with its 
consequent disturbance of business and 
prices. A subcommittee of this kind, exper- 
lence has shown, could not be depended upon 
to bring out a good deal of genuine’ public 
sentiment. If appointed, it of course would 
have its sessions in all the principal cities of 
the country. Its hearings would be open, and 
both invited and volunteer witnesses would 
be pretty sure to bring out the real local sen- 
timent everywhere. 


Predict Issue Will Be Tarif. 


There are two or three dozen republican 
represcntatives Wwho say the tariff in one 
form or another is likely. to become the de- 
ciding issue in their districts next November. 
They feel the people would be quite willing: 
to wait for the report of the subcommittee: 
which was appointed for the express pur- 
pose of developing the facts in regami to 
tariff conditions. These republican members,’ 
therefore, could go béfore their people hon- 
estly and above board and show them that. 
congress was doing the best it could to se- 
cure the necessary information before going 
into such an important subject as the tariff. 
If no action at all is taken some of these 
doubtful districts may be lost ta the republi- 
cans, because the party candidates will not 
be able to present, to their constituents any 
excuse whatsoever for the failure of congress 
to take any action. 

Treasury officials and conservative mem-

New York: Congressman Attacks 


Roosevelt in House and Is 
Answered. | 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—In 8 
today Mr. Newlands of Nevada discussed 
the radiroad rate bill. He advocated amend- 
ments to the rate bill providing for the na- 
tional incorporation of railroads, aud an- 
nounced himself . + the govern- 
mental ownership of those es. 

Mr. Newlands contended that the bi should 
fix a maximum percentage of profit to be 


allowed to the roads, and to this end he 


would have the valuation of all railroad 
property carefully ascertained. In addi- 
tion, he would have a national e 
act which would be the most effective safe - 
guard against overcapitalization. All these 
regulations would work. automatically in the 
| direction of a reduction of rates. | 

He argfied that the great majority of in- 
vestors prefer a steady income of from 4 to 
6 per cent to speculative enterprises, and 
drew the conclusion that the determination of 
profit would ndt have the effect of restrict- 
ing rallroad extension. This plan also would 
have the effect of taking the railroads out of 
politics, a most desirable desideratum in Mr. 
Newlands’ opinion. 
Verges Toward National “Ownership. 


From national capitalization to national 
ownership was but a short step for the Ne- 
veda senator, and he announced that he was 
in no respect averse to that policy. He could 
wee no financial obstacle in the way of the 
acquisition of existing roads, but if there 
should be opposition to this course he would 
have the government’ enter upon the con- 
struction of railway systems of its o and 
he suggested an experimental line from Nor- 
folk or Charleston to Los Angeles or San 
Diego.

The total vote on Tuesday for alder- 
manic candidates was 261,575. Of that 
the socialists polled 27,716—or about one- 
ninth of the whole vote. Last year they 
gave their candidate for mayor 238,084 
votes. They exult in the increase. They 
say it is significant”; that the people 
are “waking up” and flocking to the 
standard of the party; and that if ft shall 
continue to grow at the present rate there 
will be several socialist aldermen in the 
council] in a year or two. 

If that were to happen socialism would 
be no farther advanced in Chicago than 
it was twenty-seven years ago. Probably 
the juvenile members of the party do not 
know what it did when they were in their 
cradles. In 1878 the Chicago socialists 
elected one state senator and two mem- 
bers of the lower house, The following 
year, encouraged by their success, they 
took an active part in the municipal elec- 
tion. They made Dr. Ernst Schmidt their 
candidate for mayor and gave him 11 829 
votes out of a total poll of 58,010—ot 
almost one-fifth of the total vote, as com- 
pared with almost one-ninth of the total 
vote cast by the socialists on Tuesday. 
Out of eighteen aldermen voted for in 
1879 they elected four. Some of them 
made honorable records in the council. 

At Tuesday's election the socialists did 
not elect one alderman out of the thirty- 
six chosen. Their candidates got only a 
fraction under one vote in nine instead of 
the one in five of 1879. The growth of 
Socialism has not kept pace with the 
growth of population. It is a party which 
has seen its best days so far ae effective- 
ness at the polls is concerned. Its adber- 
ents cannot put anybody in office. They 
can assist in keeping democrats ont.

Illustrative of what may be accomplished 
in times of emergeney by the exercise of 4 
little common sense and straightforward de- 
termination, let one instance be given.

Let me add in conclusion that the franking 
privilege was, in ite origin, both in England 
and on the continent, restricted to the nobles. 
It is, therefore, essentially an aristocratic 
class privilege in the sense that it is not 
shared by those whe do not belong to the rul- 
ing caste.

I do not think that it is generally known 
over here that none Hoffman, in spite of 
his being an Am eitisen, ic a full- | 
fledged German baron, having talbetites that 
title from hie father, who had received it 
from the reigting duke of Saxe-Altenberg. 
Louis von Hoffman,’ however, has the good 
sense never to adorn himself with this title, 
even when abroad, realizing that its use 
would be incompatible with the terms of his 
American citizenship. His wife, who was 
Mise Athenais Grymes of Grymes Hill, 
Staten Island, died about ten years ago, 
shortly after the murder of her son-in-law, 
the Marquis de Mores, on the Tunisian bor- 
der, The latter spent many years in this 
country ranching in. the west, where he 
formed a strong attachment for Prealdent 
Roosevelt, and aftefwarde in New York, 
where he inaugurated the first of the meat 
trusts, but without success. His son, who, 
two years ago, inherited his grandfather’ s 
Italian title of duke of Vallo Osa, is now 
‘a student at Harvard with Presi t Roose- 
velt’s som. The widowed Marquise de Mores 
is living in the neighborhood of Boston in 
order to be near her boy. 

It is by the wish of his American grandfa- 
ther—that is to say, of Levis von Hoffman— 
that the young duke, who galls himself mere- 
ly Louis de Mores, is receiving am American 
éducation. Alb of Louis von Hoffman's 
brothers are settled in Germany. Richard, 
indeed, who married Mise Lydia Ward of 
Boston, in New York, some five and thirty 
years ago, has had his sons brought up as 
Prussian citizens.

Old Lord Gwydyr, the “ father of the house 
of lords, and the only person now living 
who bas been actually present at the corona- 
tion of four English sovereigns, has just cele- 


} brated his 97th bir€hday, and is Still hale 


and hearty in spite of his great age. He is 
the chief of the junior branch of a family of 
which the head, Sir Merrik Raymond Bur- 
rel, is married to the daughter of Walter 
Winans of Bakimore. True, Sir Merrik’s 

baronetcy is of relatively modern creation, 
dating only from 1774. 

But the Burrells are an historic family 
which claims descent from Burrell, a Goth 
who flourished in Barcelona in the ninth 
century, John Burrell, a direct ancestor, is 
on record as having fitted out a ship and 
equipped a company of archers for his king 
in 1414. Ranulph Burrell, another direct an- 
cestor of Sir Merrik, married the only daugh- 
ter and heiress of Sir Walter Wodeland, who 
bore the black prince’s banner at the battle of 
Poitiers, The baronetcy was conferred, as 
stated, in 1774, upon Merrik Burrell, who was 
governor of the Bank of England. The pres 
ent baronet is a cavalry officer, and the fami- 
ly place is Knapp castle in Sussex, which was 
partially destroyed by fire some years ago.
